We, the undersigned, citizens of the United States and registered voters in our respective states, respectfully submit 
that in the year 1945 the United Nations prcmeditatedly employed deceit, fraud and misrepresentation to delude 
seduce the Senate Foreign Relations Committee into ratifying the U. N. Charter, and thereoy gravely endangering the 
sovereignty of the United States and the Freedoms of the American people as guaranteed by our Constitution and Bill 
of Rights, to-wit: 

The United Nations Charter, Section 7 of Article 2, say*: 

“Nothing contained in the present Charter shall authorize the United Nations to intervene in matters which 

are essentially within the domestic jurisdiction of any state.* 

Had it not been for this provision the Charter would not have been ratified by the Senate in 1945. 

But immediately after the ratification the U. N. did wilfully and deliberately proceed to plot to transform itself into 
a super-One World Government that would absorb the United States, destroy our sovereignty and void and nullify our 
Constitution. To achieve those objectives the U. N. set up special Agencies, such as ILO, the Economic and Social Coun¬ 
cil, UNESCO, etc., etc., through which they nullified various of our State and Federal laws. They further wilfully em¬ 
ployed fraud and deceit in an endeavor to delude the Senate Foreign Relations Committee into ratifying additional

When leaders permit themselves to become involved with communist-front organizations, they give 
prestige to those organizations. Their followers and admirers, especially the youth, are often 
blinded by their dynamics and attracted by their leadership ability, and are then ensnared into 
these communist dominated organizations. When these leaders are exposed, they assume a defensive 
p-^ition, and in this act of defending their actions they defend communism snd the fronts with 
ft!.--., they have affiliated. 

The fact that thousands of our citizens have been attracted to the programs of Dr, Fred Schwarz and 
the John Birch Society, is proof that people are becoming increasingly slsrmsd at the world-wide 
growth of communism and its spreading Influence in our society. They would welcome the participa¬ 
tion of all churches in the exposure of the dangers of socialism and its evolvement into communism.

THE FOLLOWING BACKGROUND INFORMATION, is taken from public and government recordB :- 

XIJOHN C. BENNETT, Dean of the faculty of Union Theological Seminary, New York City, was an Initiator 
of a petition to President Eisenhower, urging the commutation of sentences and postponement of trial 
for Communists convicted under the Smith Act. This so-called Christmas Amnesty Plea appeared on pag 
20 of the New York Times of December 21, 1955, and also on page six of the WeBtcoast Communist News¬ 
paper, the Daily People's World, December 25, 1955, 

XjOn page 235 of "World Tomorrow" for May 10, 1934, (edited by the notorious Harry F, Ward) he is re¬ 
ported as signing a Declaration in Favor of Socialism, and a letter dated March 31, 1934, carries hi 
name as a member of the Executive Committee of the Fellowship of Socialist Christians, 

XIDean Bennett was a signer of the National Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy statement, which appet 
ed in Nation of February 22, 1958 and the New York Times, April 11, 1958. According to the New YorV 
Post of April 11, 1958, he was a speaker for the New York Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy, Thii 
organization has carried advertisements in such papers as National Guardian, which is cited as a 
"virtual official propaganda arm of Soviet Russia". (See page 105 of the Guide to Subversive Organis 
ations by the House Committee on Un-American Activities in Seattle Public Library) 


^John C. Bennett was affiliated with the National Federation for Constitutional Liberties, as signer 
of a statement. (Press release Dec. 26, 1941). Re wbb a signer for the same organization opposing 
the renewal of the House Committee on UnAmerican Activities, (Press release January 1943). He was 
again a signer opposing the renewal of the same committee and this was reported on page 6 of the 
official communist party newspaper The Dally Worker on Feb. 5, 1943, The National Federation for 
Constitutional Liberties, which promoted the above petitions, has been cited as subversive and com¬ 
munist by Attorney Generals Tom Clark and Francis Biddle, The House Committee on UnAmerican Activ¬ 
ities says that it was "spawned for the alleged purpose of defending civil liberties in general but 
actually intended to protect Communist subversion from any penalties under the law", 

XllSixteen years later, he again petitioned Congress to eliminate the House Committee on UnAmerican 
Activities. (See page A8 Washington Post and Times Herald, Jan, 7, 1959, and page 170 Congressional 
Record of January 9, 1959. ) Mr, Bennett confirmed his stand against the Committee on UnAmerican 
Activities during the coffee hour, which followed hie talk at St, ECONOMIC lusncz

An unpublished report by "the Joint Commission on the 
mental Helath of Children, of the American Psychiatric 
Association found that "racism is the Number One health 
problem facing America" and recommended "drastic changes" 
in the basic social fiber of the nation. 

Higher than normal rates of infant mortality, mental re¬ 
tardation, complications of pregnancy and poverty among 
minority groups produces a greater risk of mental illness 
in minority children. 

However, society at large faces serious problems of mental 
illness because "thEj conscious and unconscious attitudes of 
superiority which permit and demand that a majority oppress 
a minority are a clear and present danger to the mental 
health of all children and their parents. We can no longer 
afford the feelings of guilt, fear, anxiety and the other 
crippling emotions that affect both sides in a national at¬ 
mosphere of hoetility and aggression evoked by racial 
tension."
